A 'Washington. Lady lu I.uck.
By the bill which passed the Senate yesterday,

recognizing the el aim of the heirs of Jean
Antoine Bernard d Autorire, a lady ot this city
will receive a large tract of land. In the early
days of Louisiana, wlieu owned by the French
tiovernmeiit, tue King granted to one ot his favo-
rites, Jean Antoine Bernard d'Antonre, a patent
lor a truct of land ot the magnificent extent of
455,070 ucres. When, in 1815, the Uiiited Slates
acquired Louisiana by purchase, the validity of
D'Antorire's and similar claims were recoanized.
The lands covered by his patent were appro-
priated to the u?e of the (iovernim nt, aud a
claim from his heir- - lor indemnity has been
before ConpTess lor many years; but alihouprh
Its Justice hus been recoehized, and a bill giving
relief has been several times passed by one or
the other branch, it has never been acted on by
both Houses of the same Congress. IIou. John
E. Buiiliguy, of Louisiana, formerly a member
of CongTess from that State, and whose course in
refusing to leave the Honse of .Representatives
in 1801, when all of bis colleagues withdrew,
gave bim a national reputation, was one ot the
heirs of D'Antorire. Mr. bouligny reniaiucil in
this city after the breaking out of the war unt'l
ls64, when be died. The bill which was passed
gives to his widow and two children (Coriune
and Felix) one-sixt- h part of the claim, amount-
ing to 75.R40 acres, with the privilege to locate
the same upon any ot the public lands subject
to ptivate entry. Mrs. Bouligny is the daughter
of George Parker, Esq., of this city, and resides
with her father since the death of her husband.
